Mr. Daniel Daly of Mmeatone street 
proprietor of the Mayaville Machine 
aud Iron Worka, Buffered a stroke of 
paralysis at hla home on Friday night 
from which he died early Sundaj 
morning. 

Mr. Daly came home Friday evening 
from work and complained of being 
ill. Ills condition became worae as 
the hours passed and later in the 
evening a doctor waa called who stated 
that Mr. Daly had suffered a paralytic 
stroke. He suffered considerably the 
entire day Saturday and died early 
Sunday morning.

Democratic gold brick, handed to the 
American people under the guise of a 
humanitarian law, is the so-c:illi'<l 
child labor law which President Wil- 
son signed cm September 1. Such M 
least Is the opinion ofa former I'nlted 
States senator, of presidential size, 
who was recognized us an authority on 
Interstate c«ii)inerce law when he wan 
In thi Semite Legal business liiough' 
the former sokin to Ch'cngo yesterday, 
and he declared to Newspaper men 
that the highly pruised statute has ■ 
loop-holo In it big enough to throw 
his hat through. 

It is this provision of the law which 
is pointed to as absolutely vitiating It: 

"No producer, manufacturer, or deal- 
er shall ship or deliver for shipment 

In interstate or foreign commerce 

any article or commodity, the product 
or any mill, cannery, worsbop, factory 
or manufacturing establishment situ- 
ated in the I'nlted States, in which 
within thirty days prior to the removal 
of such product therefrom children un- 
der the age of fourteen unrs have' 
b< en employed, or permitted to work." I 
The statute then makes a similar 
prohibition on the products or estab- 
lishments in which children have been 
employed more than light hours in 
any day. 

The former senator added: 

"It will readily be recognized how 
easy it is to evade tills statute. The 
pi Holm urn is upon < ommoditieH from 
mills, etc., in which within M days 
prior to the removal of such commo- 
dities or products therefrom children 
under the age of 14 have been employ- 
ed or permitted to work. It would 
under this law, lie possible to employ 
children of any age, for example, up 
to March 31 and on May 1 it would I 
be possilile to ship the product w ithout 
any limitation, since children wer- 
not, within 30 days prior to the date 
of the removal, employed in the mill. 

"As a matter of fact, In most manu- 
facturing lines there la a producing 
Ktiison a. id a distributing season. Chil- 
dren could very well be discharged at 
the end of the producing season, and 
the product of their toil not sent out 
for 30 days or more. 

"This is especially true of canner- 
lea, which are apeciflclally mentioned 
In this statute It ia well known that 
the work In canneries ordinarily ooeu 
plea only u low months In u y.-ur, and 
that the shipments are delayed fix 
mine time after the work la over. 

"It li also a well known tact Unit tin- 
evils of child labor have been purlieu 
larly great In canneries 

"Thua, by virtue of this gold brick 



law, children under 14 years of age 
may work In factories for eleven 
monthB and the goods they have made 
be sold all over the I'nlted States at 
any time after 30 days. 

"This statute is probably no worse 
than other legislation of the present 
administration which has been char- 
acterized by lofty promises left utter- 
ly unperformed; but ror clear mislead- 
ing or the public this has probably not 
been surpassed In any case. Indeed, 
there Is ground for suspicion that the 
measure was drawn in this manner 
with the dear intention of affording t 
promise to the enemies of child labor 
without accomplishing anything."
